
OPEC’s decision 
to raise prices 
angers consumers 







GENEVA, June 29 (Agencies) 
— Oil consuming countries 
reacted angrily to the decision by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries to raise 
prices. 

On Thursday OPEC set up a 
new pricing system which 
increases oil prices by an average 
of nearly 18 per cent from July 1. 

After three days of talks in 
Geneva OPEC ministers decided 
to set a price ceiling of $ 23.50 a 
barrel. 

The ministers also increased the 
base price of a standard barrel of 
OPEC crude oil to $ 18 a barrel 
from the S 14.55 enforced since 
April 1. 

Saudi Arabia and two other 
OPEC states said thev would use 
this as their reference price. 


Iran Arabs 
end pact 
with govt. 


TEHRAN. June 29 (R) — .The 
spiritual leader of Iran's Arab 
minority in the Gulf province of 
Khuzestan, Sheikh Muhammad 
Taher Al-Shobeir Khanghani, 
said Friday a peace agreement 
readied earlier this month bet- 
ween his community and the local 
authorities was now considered 
null and void.' 

The peace accord was reached 
between Sheikh Khanghani and! 
provincial governor Rear- 
Admiral Ahmad Madam after 
fierce fighting involving 
autonomy-seeking Arabs and 
Persian militia in the Gulf towns of 
Khorramshahr and Abadan. 
Sheikh Khanghani said the Arab 
community considered the 
agreement to be suspended 
because the government side had 
failed to meet its two major provi- 
sions — the release of all Arab 
political prisoners and the release 
of other detainees alleged to have 
taken part in the violence. 

The Abadan Islamic 
Revolutionary Committee said a 
car carrying a group of its 
militiamen was hit by gunfire 
while on patrol in the oil town 
Thursday night. There were no 
casualties and the unidentified 
attackers escaped. 


But the ministers, by agreeing 
that other exporters would be 
allowed to add a two dollar sur- 
charge, have in effect created a 
second base price at $ 20 a barrel. 
Kuwait, for example, said it would 
use S 20 as a base price. 

Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani said after 
the conference that his country's 
prices were $ 4 below other coun- 
tries. Sources close to the Saudi 
delegation said earlier that the 
new price for Iranian light oil, 
similar to Saudi Arabia's ofl, wa sS 
22 a barrel and this was taken by 
Saudi Arabia as the second base 
price. 

Iran said later the price of its 
light crude would range between S 
21-22 a barrel. 

OPEC president Mana Said 
Al-Oteiba, the United Arab Emi- 
rates oil minister, said the confer- 
ence had in fact decided on a two- 
tier price system. 

In Tokyo, President Carter Fri- 
day denounoed OPEC s price 
increases saying they were “extra- 
ordinary" and would hurt 
everyone throughout the world. 

The president said that the 
other government chiefs at the 
seven-nation economic summit 
shared his views, and this was con- 
tained in a joint communique 
issued at the condiioon of the 
summit. 

“The OPEC nations have just 
increased their prices again by an 
extraordinary amount," Carter 
said, noting that OPECs cumula- 
tive pike hikes had been 60 per 
cent since last December. 

"This is ... an economic 
watershed for the United States 
and also for the rest of the world. 

"There is no one on earth who 
1 wifi fail to suffer fc».»r*thi. 
ordinary increase oil prices." 

Meanwhile energy officials of 
the European Economic Com- 
munity withheld comment on the 
decision on the eve of their meet- 
ing with OPEC representatives. 

"We are not going to make any 
formal reaction," a spokesman for 
the European Commission said. 
“ We want to study the latest deci- 
sion first. It is all rather confusing 
right now.” 

“We will not be offering any 
interpretation of the price rise," 
according to the commission 
spokesman.

King concludes southern tour 


RIYADH, June 29 (SPA) — King Khaled 
returned here Friday from Khamis Mishart at the 
end of a three-day visit to the southern province. 

During his tour, the King dedicated several 
development projects, witnessed large-scale milit- 
ary maneuvers and met with five leaders of neigh- 
boring states. 

Saudi papers said Friday that the meeting with 
the Arab leaders “underscored the common destiny 
of the regioQ and the unity of its states." 

On Thursday, King Khaled attended a reception 
organized by the A sir inhabitants to celebrate his 
visit He was accompanied by United Arab Emi- 
rates President Sheikh Zayed ibn Sultan and the 
Ruler of Qatar Sheikh Khalifa ibn Hamad AJ- 
ThanL 

On Wednesday the King attended the graduation 


ceremony of the fourth class of cadets which was 
held at the infantry school in Khamis. He was 
accompanied by Sheikh Zayed, Sheikh Khalifa, the 
Crown Prince of Bahrain Sheilgh Hamad ibn Tssa 
and the North Yemeni Prime Minister Abdul Aziz 
Abdul Ghani. 

Speaking on the occasion the Chief of Staff of the 
armed forces General Othman Al-Humaid said 
that the government policy of developing the armed 
forces, initiated by King Abdul Am and through 
the late King Faisal and the present leadership, has 
borne fruit “The Saudi forces today are a proud 
force that is capable of standing up to any aggres- 
sor," be said. 

Gen. Hu maid said that some of the graduating ‘ 
cadets were from the UAE, Qatar, North Yemen 
and Mauritania. 


Tunis formally established 
as Arab League headquarters 


TUNIS, June 29 ( Agencies) — 
The Arab League ministerial 
council has formally established 
Tunis as the organization's new 
headquarters after a two-day 
meeting here. 

In its resolutions, announced 
Thursday night, the council' con- 
firmed the election of former 
Tunisian Information Minister 
Chedli Klibi as the new secretary 
general. He was sworn in Thurs- 
day before the council meeting at 
the Tunis Hilton Hotel. 

The council also approved the 
financial and administrative 
report of its special six-member 
committee (Algeria, Iraq, Leba- 
non, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
Tunisia) on the transfer of the 
League's headquarters from Cairo 
to Tunis, which is almost com- 
pleted, the Tunisian press agency 
reported. 




The council also asked a legal 
comijattee to seek ways to recover 
League funds held in Cairo by the 
Egyptian government, which 
claimed its suspension from the 
League and the transfer were both 
illegal. . f 

The council renewed for six 
months the mandate of the 
22,000-strong Arab Deterrent 
Force in Lebanon which was due 
to expire on July 26. 

The force, which intervened to 
halt the Lebanese civil war in 
1976, originally contained small 
units from Arab League states but 
only Syrian troops remain. 

The ministers agreed that sanc- 
tions would be taken against 
Canada if it carried out its 
declared intention to transfer its 
embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 

The league's new secretary- 
general said the Arabs should 
strengthen their “ understand-

ing” with the Soviet Union bnt 
should not neglect the United 
states “ under the pretense that 
they (the Americans) wffl never 
change their' attitude. " 

Klibi said the Americans could 
be convinced that their interests 
did not always coincide with those 

of Israel ' . 

Speaking at his swearing-in 
ceremony, he said the League was 
still a long way from attaining its 
goal of tightening relations and 
coordinating cooperation among 
Arab countries. 

He proposed new working 
methods and plans for more effi- 
cient action. 

Meanwhile Egypt said the deci- 
sion to appoint a new secretary- 
general was null and void. 

Minister of State for- Foreign 
Affairs Boutros Ghali, comment- 
ing on Klibfs election, said “ this 
decision is null and void as was the 
decision to move the League's 
headquarters. " 


TOKYO, June 29 (AP? — The 
leaders of the world’s seven major 
industrial nations patched up their 
differences Friday and announced 
an eleventh-hoar compromise 
agreement cm how to curb oh 
imports. 

They agreed to set specific indi- 
vidual oil import quotas through 
1985, the original U.S. position, 
instead of adopting a collective 
quota for Western Europe as the 
European leaders had originally 
wanted. 

“We are agreed on a common 
strategy to attack these prob- 
lems," said a final commtuiqne 
ending the two-day economic 
s ummi t conference. “The most 
urgent tasks are to reduce oil con- 
sumption and to hasten the 
development of their energy 
sources". 

The seven world leaders also 
unanimously denounced the oil 
price increases announced in 
Geneva Thursday by the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, (related story on this 
page) 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher hailed the confer- 
ence as a “historic g umma* ' and 
she endorsed everything agreed 
upon in the communique. 

West Germany’s Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt described the 
meeting as “very satisfying, very 
pleasing." 

U.S. president Carter said the 
summit “equalled our highest 
expectations." He sdid “the 
results were superb." 

French President Valery Gis- 
card cfEstaing said: 

“We tackled the oil problem in 
an orderly fashion today. The 
Tokyo summit achieved the aims 
set out for it. The major consume 
ers of oil have done what might 
have been expected of them." 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, the United States will freeze 
its oil imports at the current level 
of 8.5 million barrels a day. 

The European Economic 
Community will restrict its 1979 
oil consumption to 10 million bar- 
rels a day, and imports between 
1980 and 1985 at a level not 
higher than in 1978. 

Japan set a 1985 target between 
63 and 6.9 million barrels a day 
and Canada 600,000 barrels a 
day. 

Individual quotas for the 
member nations of the European 
Community are to be set at their 


15 men 
executed 
in Syria 


DAMASCUS, June 29 (Agen- 
cies) — Fifteen persons were 
executed here Thursday on 
charges of terrorism and member- 
ship of a gang determined to incite 
sectarian violence. 

The government said 14 of the 
terrorists were hanged at dawn 
and one, an army officer, was 
executed by firing squad. Five 
others were given prison sen- 
tences, the government said. 

The 20 men were held respons- 
ible for a series of about 50 bomb- 
ings and assassinations that have 
oocured in Syria over the past few 
months. 

Government newspapers 
printed photographs of 18 of the 
assassination victims Thursday. 
Among them was the former pres- 
ident of Damascus University and 
a brigadier general. 

Revelations of the unrest came 
June 22 when the government 
acknowledged the massacre of 32 
army cadets in their teens at the 
artiUery school in the northern city 
of Aleppo. 

Thursday’s executions were not 
directly related to the June 16 
massacre, but the government said 
those executed and those respons- 
ible for the massacre were mem- 
bers of the Muslim Brotherhood 
organization. 

Diplomatic sources said about 
17 Of the 54 men wounded in the 
massacre died later in hospitals. 

Immediately after announcing 
the massacre, the government 
announced a crackdown on the 
Brotherhood. Sources said two- 
assassins were killed the day of 
massacre and as many as 200 men 
were arrested in the crackdown. 

A well-informed source here 
said the 200 are being tried for the 
massacre, but the report could not 
be officially confirmed.

The leaders also promised to 
acquire better information on the 
profits of oQ companies. Some 
OPEC members have accused 
Western companies of reaping 
huge profits from the oil supply 
situation — a charge denied by the 
companies. , 

The summit agreed on the 
importance of keeping domestic 
oil prices at world market prices, 
or raising them to this level as soon 
as possible, and to avoid new sub- 


sidies which put upward pressure' 
on oil prices. - 

The seven leaders agreed that 
their countries would not buy 03 
for governmental stockpiles 
"“ when this would place undue 
pressure on prices." 

The communique said they 

« to increase as fax as poss- 
use and production of coal 
“without damage to the environ- 
ment” and the expansion of nuc- 
lear power “under conditions 
guaranteeing our people’ s safety." 

They acknowledged that new 
techniques in the field of energy ? 
were the key to freeing the world 
from fuel crises, and pledgerLto 
make available the large sums. of 
money needed to develop these 
techniques. • | 

The communique said the con- j 
ferenoe participants agreed that f 
the health of the world economy j:

“The problems we face are !

Israeli warplanes 
overfly Lebanon 


SIDON, L ebanon, June 29 (Agencies) — Israeli planes flew 
over Sidon In south Lebanon Friday cmrfng panic qnvmg the civilian 
poptdation, local residents said. 

Tension is high in the region followiqg Wednesday’s tir battle bet- 
ween Syrian and Israeli fighters. 

Meanwhile border guns blazed away in embattled southern Leba- 
non Friday.and provincial authorities reported five Lebanese villa- 
gers were killed and 12 wounded near U-N.-poHoed areas. 

The ground hostilities flared after Syria and Israel exchanged fresh 
threats of fightin g ah air war in Lebanon. 

Officials in Beirut earlier reported the government of Preskient 
Elias Sarkis had resolved to seek U.S. diplomatic intervention to 
avert a full-scale Syrian- Israeli air confrontation in Lebanese skies. 

The developments followed the first Middle East dogfight in five 
years which pitted UJS.-supplied F-15s of the Israeli air force against 
Soviet-made MiG -21 jet fighters of Syria Wednesday. 

Authorities in southern Lebanon said Israeli-backed right-wing 
militias teamed with Israeli border positions in pounding suspected 
Palestinian commando bases overnight-' 

The massive barrages, authorities said, concentrated on areas east 
of the port city of Tyre, 50 miles south of Beirut; and the town at 
Hasbaya some 40 miles inland east of Tyre. 

The battered areas were dose to Norwegian and Nepalese posi- 
tions of the U.N. Interim Force in Lebanon. But the 5,800-strong 
force suffered no casualties, the official reported. 

The aftermath of Wednesday’s air battle is the dominant issue 
facing Lebanon. Officials are afraid that this Lebanese skies might 
become the testing space to pit the most sophisticated warplanes of 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 

These fears were aggravated by Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin' s contention that the use of the F-15s in Wednesday’s air battle ' 
was an act of self- defense that did not merit concern showed by the 
United States. 

Begin also warned the Syrian government against eying to stop: 
Israeli air and artillery attacks on Lebanon. 

“Damascus should knownot to interfere with our h uman mission 
of defense of our people. They must not put up their plants to 
intercept our activities. If they do so they wffl be responsible for the 
consequ en ces,” Begin said. 

“ Lebanese skies are Syrian skies,” retorted the Syrian government 
newspaper “Al-Thawra.” 

“Syrian pilots are obligated to confront enemy planes whenever 
they attack Arab targets.”

Gromyko hurt SALT chances, U.S. says 



WASHINGTON', June 29 (R) 
— The United States Friday 
accused Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko of damaging 
chances for ratification of the new 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
by wanting the Senate against 
altering it in any way. 

Replying to a statement by 
Gromyko on Monday, George 


Seigniotzs, U-S. Arms Control 
Agency director, said the Senate 
needed no instruction from the 
Soviet Union. 

Gromyko told a press confer- 
ence in Moscow that Senate rejec- 
tion or amendment of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT II) would mean “the end 
of the negotiations.” 

In a speech prepared for deliv- 


ery at a seminar in New York 
sponsored by the White House, 
Seignious said: 

“The remarks by Foreign 
Minister Gromyko were not only 
not helpful, they were detrimental 
to the objective which is a neces- 
sity for both nations — the ratifi- 
cation of SALT II.

Research plane crashes 

Jacques Cousteau’s son killed 


LISBON, June 29 (R) — Phil- 
lipe Cousteau, son of French 
oceanographer Jacques Cousteau, 
died in 2 plane crash in Portugal 
Thursday. 

He was. piloting his father’s fly- 
ing boat Calypso when it capsized 
and sank as it landed on the Tagus 
River. 

Two other Frenchmen and five 
Portuguese aboard the World War 
II Catalina were injured. 

Cousteu's body was believed to 
be trapped in the wreckage. 

The Catalina hit a submerged 
sand bank as it landed near 
Alverca 20 kilometers north of 
Lisbon. 

It had been on a test flight after 
five-months of maintenance work 
at .\I-_rcc 

The younger Cousteau was 37. 

His father bought the plane as a 
floating laboratory in 1 974. 

Once owned by the U.S. Navy, 
it was fitted out with electronic 
equipment and living quarters 
designed to enable the crew to 
operate away from base for up to 
20 days. 

Cousteau, unconscious, 
drowned at the controls of the 
research sea-plane. 

The plane capsized and sank 
within minutes of impact. But 
nearby fishermen managed to 
rescue Cousteau's seven compan- 
ions before the Catalina went 
down. 

The rescued crew- members, 
reported they had been stunned 
by the collision. They said they 
thought Cousteau might have hit 
his head and lost consciousness 
when the plane snapped over. 

One of the crew broke an arm. 
Another was hospitalized in a 
state of shock. 

One of the survivors. 25-vear- 


old Cousteau diver Den Phan, said 
the plane flipped tail-over- nose 
about five seconds after coming 
down on the water at the end of a 
test flight. 

The plane renamed “Calypso,” 
had been used to study bird mig- 
ratory patterns and river courses. 

Over two-thirds of the 33- 
years- old sea-plane's fuselage had 
been replaced in repairs begun last 
January at the Aeronautic Mater- 
ial General Offices here. 

Test flights over the past three 
days had proved successful and 
the younger Cousteau, a flyer 
since his youth, had said Tuesday 
“Everything's OK." 

Portuguese Navy helicopters 


had attempted to lift the plane out 
of the river using a steel cable 
placed through the craft's hull by 
fishermen. 

But the helicopters had not 
been able to lift the “Calypso's 20 
tons and a hoist barge was sum- 
moned from Lisbon. Navy divers, 
after marking the submerged 
plane with buoys, said the wreck- 
age would be raised around mid- 
day Friday. 

They said the operation could 
not be caried out during the night 
because of inadequate lighting in 
the area. 

Jacques Cousteau was reported 
to be enroute to Lisbon.

After lengthy negotiations, the 
Bundestag legal committee, gen- 
erally called on to work out 
guidelines for parliamentary 
deputies to follow, unanimously 
derided Wednesday not to give 
recommendations.

To relieve them of 
such anxieties the Vietnamese 
should agree to set aside, for use 
and administration by the 
UNHCR, suitable 'areas to tem- 
porarily house such Vietnamese as 
may want to leave Vietnam or 
have to be got rid of," point five 
said in part. 

Meanwhile in Hong Kong, 
desperate refugees stranded on a 
rusty freighter for almost five 
months succeeded in landing by 
letting their ship run aground on 
_an offshore island. 

All the 2,664 on board were 
evacuated from the Panamanian- 
registered Skyluck in driving rain 
after the 3,500-ton vessel hit a 
rock on outlying Lamma Island, 
about 2 Vi miles southwest of 
Hong Kong Island. 

The refugees were confined on 
barren rocks at the northern tip of 
the island. They were guarded by 
police and soldiers while a 
helicopter circled overhead look- 
ing for any Vietnamese who might 
have escaped the police cordon.

Skylab, says the North Ameri- 
can Defense Command, will fall 
between July 10 and July 18 and 
there is a 50 per cent change the 
date will be foe 13th.

German sources said GSG-9 
guards from foe paramilitary Fed- 
eral Border Guard were sent to 
Frankfurt following rerieptof a tip 
that Japanese' terrorists were 


planning a massacre to disrupt the 
Tokyo summit. 

The GSG-9 gained worldwide 
fame for rescuing hostages from a 
Lufthansa airliner hijacked to 
Mogadishu, Somalia, in October 
1977. 

Special Hesse State police 
squads were also guarding Frank- 
furt Airport, which is one of 
Europe's busiest terminals and 
serves as a connecting jpoint for 
flights to all parts of the world. 


MADRID, June 29 ( Agencies) 
— Basque guerrillas Friday 
expolded two bombs in the tourist 
resort of Benidonn in a campaign 
to disrupt Spain's holiday season. 

Police also said bomb disposal 
experts detonated a third device 
found in a waste basket in the 
center of the southern town of 
Malaga. 

Police said the first bomb in 
Benidonn exploded in a photo- 
grapher’s shop in the early hours. 

A second one went off at 0900

incorrect. 

Both bombs were small and 
caused no casualties, police said.

The political-military wing of 
foe Basque separatist organiza- 
tion Eta said it would plant three 
bombs Friday m Spanish Mediter- 
ranean resorts. 

The 264-room Gmbel Hotel 
was evacuated after a telephone 
caller tipped off police, a local 
newspaper and a radio station. 
The bomb exploded two hours 
later. 

Police patrols have been step- 
ped np in the Benidonn area. Fire 
and ambulance services, and 
blood banks have been placed on 
foe alert 

ETA said earlier this week it 
would strike Spain's Mediterra- 
nean holiday resorts because foe 
government had failed to order 
armed police out of a prison at 
Soria, northeast of Madrid, where 
about 100 suspected Basque guer- 
rillas are being held. 

The organization, fighting for 
an independent Marxist Basque 
state, warned the bombings would 
continue if the prisoners were nof 
transfered to jails in the Basque 


country Friday.

Only Israel can send its army and warplanes on death mis- 
sions into other countries and get away with it. Words aside, 
the international community that has appointed itself as guar- 
dian of human rights and moral principles, is continuing to 
show precious little commitment to these principles when they 
apply to the Jewish state. Israel can continue to flaunt every 
principle of international law and human rights, in the secure 
belief and knowledge that its benefactors will not abandon 
their blind support. 

For a people that won international sympathy for the hor- 
rors they suffered from oppression, the Israelis are continuing 
to show an amazing similarity to their former tormentors. 
When Hitler attacked Pbland in 1939, he claimed Nazi Ger- 
many was acting in self-defense to protect its citizens. 
Menahera Begin, borrowing a line from Hitler, warned Syria 
“ not to interfere in our human mission ” of “ defending ’’ 
Israelis, fri Begin’ s lop-sided logic, Israel* s security lies in the 
rubble of devastated Lebanese villages, and in the moans of 
the dying. 

Begin is excused for viewing the issue the way he does. He 
did not exactly make his name through social work or 
humanitarian aid. Once a terrorist always a terrorist. What is 
not excusable, however, is the attitude either of the Arabs or 
the international community. Begin will continue with the 
new genocide in the absence of an effective Arab deterrent, 
which can only be force, and of international sanctions that 
would make his adventures an expensive political and 
economic risk. 

While the West, for reasons beyond our comprehension, is 
unable or not willing to take a tougher line with Israel, die 
Arabs are morally bound to safeguard their people and their 
interests. The growing tension in Lebanon is not a storm in a 
tea cup and the mounting violence and casualties take us a step 
forward towards war. In their preoccupation with ostracizing 
Egypt for its separate peace treaty, the Arabs have turned 
their backs to a dangerous possibility as Israel continues to 
pound away at Lebanon, die Palestinians and now Syria. 
Conferences and statements of solidarity are important, but 
they are a poor substitute for building a proper defense. 
Without that such solidarity cannot exist. 

In the final analysis, the Arabs are limited to two choices. 
They either make peace with Israel and accept its terms and 
conditions or they confront Israel with every force and 
resource at their command. Unfortunately, at present these 
look like no choices at all. Because of Israer s belligerence, the 
Arabs cannot accept its attempts to impose its concept of 
peace. And, because the Arabs have yet to show the resolve to 
take their unity beyond the theoretical level, the second 
choice looks distant.

Africans turn 
their back 

on Muzorewa

LUSAKA, Zambia — 

Black African states are showing an unexpected degree of solidar- 
ity so far in rejecting the new black-led government in Zimbabwe 

Rhodesia. - 

Except for Gabon and Zaire, no black African state has indicated 
any disposition to approve the lifting of sanctions against Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia or to recognize the government of Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa. 

The newly elected Conservative government in Britain has hinted 
strongly that it might recognize the Muzorewa government and the 
U.S. Congress may tum out to have a majority in favor of lifting 
economic sanctions. 

But while debate rages in Congress over these issues, there has 
been remarkably little controversy in Africa. 

Rather, there seems to be a broad consensus bridging the usual 
moderate- radical split in African politics that no settlement in 
Rhodesia can be legitimate until the rebel Patriotic Front leaders are 
brought into it. 

Moderate black African states usually tagged"pro- Western" have 
almost all turned their backs on Muzorewa' s entreaties for recogni- 
tion. Some are warning Washington and London to beware of what 
they do lest they find themselves at odds with the entire continent 
over the Rhodesian issue. 

Muzorewa has claimed that the special envoys be has dispatched 
since the April elections were “sympathetically" received in nine 
black African capitals. If this is so. he has nothing to show for it so far 
in his desperate battle for recognition. 

One unconfirmed report recently said Muzorewa' s delegation sent 
to the Ivory Coast, one of Africa's most conservative states, was not 
even allowed beyond the airport to make its case to President Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny. 

In Salisbury, government officials insist latent support exists in a 
dozen African and Arab countries for the internal settlement that has 
brought Muzorewa to power. But they say none dares to take the lead 
in extending recognition and all are waiting for London and 
Washington to act first. 

African diplomats here, bowever.disagree. They say that a number 
of Moderate or conservative African leaders such as Houphouet- 
Boigny who got caught on the losing side during the 1 975-76 Ango- 
lan civil war are being extremely cautious toward the war in 
Rhodesia. 

The attitude of Kenyan leader Daniel Arap Moi is indicative of the 
caution moderate black African leaders are demonstrating these 
days. 

On a state visit in Britain recently, Moi told Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher that Kenya rejected the new constitution of Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia “ because it does not provide for real majority rule." 

He called for renewed international efforts to bring Muzorewa and 
the guerrilla leaders together to work out a “permanent solution" to 
the war and political wrangle in Rhodesia. 

LiberiamPrestdent William Tolbert has also come out against the 
Muzorewa government, according to press reports. In a cable to Rep. 
Stephen Solarz, D-N.Y., chairman of the U.S. House African Affaire 
Subcommittee, he warned that recognition of the prerent Salisbury 
government "would adversely affecr whatever support the United 
States may hope to garner among African states in respect of its 
initiatives in the Middle East.” 

Another west African state, Ghana, firmly rejected the Muzorewa 
government in a joint communique with Nigeria at the end of May. 
This is significant since Ghana provided Muzorewa with legal exper- 
tise during the 1976 Geneva conference on Rhodesia and was also 
reported to have paid some of his delegation's hotel bills there. 

Meanwhile, Senegal, a leader along with the Ivory Coast of the 
French-speaking African nations, has made its sympathies clear 
recently by agreeing to allow the Patriotic Front to open an office in 
Dakar. A Patriotic Front representative is about to leave Lusaka for 
the Senegalese capital, accoring to nationalist sources here.

The office, which had no diplomatic status, had been in operation 
since 1 938 primarily to look after the interests of the 1 50,000 Malawi 
workers in Rhodesia. 

The reasons for Banda's action axe still not clear, given his overall 
foreign policy of being the sole black African country to have dip- 
lomatic relations with either South Africa or Israel. But reports say 
Banda is trying to end Malaw? s semi-outcast status within the Organ- 
ization of African Unity and also has come under considerable pres- 
sure from all neighboring black African leaders. 

The two African countries most likely to break ranks eventually 
and recognize the Muzorewa government, according to Western 
diplomatic sourcesbere.are Zaire and Gabon. Both have long traded 
secretly with Rhodesia despite U.N. sanctions and Zaire exports 
nearly half its copper exports through Rhodesia and South Africa. 

Gabon is the only black African country that has publicly indicated 
it would be ready to recognize the new government in Salisbury 
provided Britain does, but not before. 

Western diplomats here doubt, however, that Zaire or Gabon will 
move in the direction of recognition before the mid-July summit of 
the OAU, which seems certain to condemn the April elections, the 
new constitution of Zimbabwe Rhodesia and the Muzorewa gov- 
ernment as insufficient and call for a wider settlement including the 
Patriotic Front — (AP) 






Building up Iran ’s ‘ Pasdarans ’

In the four months since returning from exile. Ayatollah Ruboi- 
lah Khomeini has pm together a strong militar y force of young men 
personally loyal to him and intensely de dicated to Islam 

The Pasdarans. or revolutionary guards, probably number 
30.000 throughout the country, according to Western diplomats, and 
appear to have taken over the security responsibilities previously 
entrusted lo Iran's armed forces. 

Although equipped by the army, tire Pasdarans do not come 
under the jurisdiction of the defease ministry or the military com- 
mand. They are responsible to Khomeini the 7S-year-oId revolutio- 
nary leader, and the other senior religious leaders running the coun- 
try. 

According to knowledgeable military sources, some of the 
young Pasdaran chiefs were trained by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization during Khomeini's years in exile. Others have been 
recruited from university campuses since the Shah was forced to 
leave Iran in mid- January'. 

"The regular armed forces have a secondary military role in Iran 
now," an Iranian military source said. "Our prime interest is m 
building up the Pasdarans." 

Western observers believe that Khomeini has made little effort 
to rebuild the Shah's military forces, which once numbered 500.000 
men. because they couldconstitnte a threat to the legal authority. The 
U.S.-trained military was the Shah' s firmest source of support. 

Last year, according to official figures, military spending under 
the Shah totaled nearly S 10 billion, or 24 percent of all government 
expenditures. 

Many critics, including some in Washington, wondered why Iran 
needed so large a military force. For example. Sen. William Prox- 
mire. D-Wis., argued that the Shah's plans to buy 5 10 billion worth of 
U.S. arras over the next few years should be turned down on the 
grounds that if the Shah were to be overthrown the weapons could be 
used against U.S. interests. 

The Islamic government has no such plans for military spending. 
Non- American Western sources said it already has privately asked 
Washington to buy back some of the 78 F- 14 jet fighters Iran has, as 


well as its supply of Hawk ground-to-air mtadW 

Military analysts feel that sincethe Shah left and the military 
forces switched their allegiance to the new government, Iran' s ability 
to defend its borders has greatly diminished. The armed forces are - 
believed to be no more than 60 percent combat-effective. Some 
senior officers are described as bitter at ha ving their authority 
undermined by the Pasdarans, but none has complained publicly. 

The Pasdarans have proved themselves to be ■ -tough soldiers 
and dedicated ideologues. They were used to pot down an uprising in 
the southwestern oil fields eariser this month and in February they 
rescued Americans trapped in the U.S. embassy compound by Marx- 
ist guerrillas. Dressed in fatigues, they axe frequently seen m Tehrao, . 
protecting foreign embassies during demonstrations, patrolling the 
streets or standing guard at Naivaran Palace, winch was formerly 
occupied by the Shah 

One of the reasons that Khomeini wants a strong military force 
personally loyal to him is that there is a multitude of ideological 
factions in Iran, some ofthem under grou nd and most of them armed, 
capable of threatening any leader. Among tile g ro up s are: 

Fedayeen — a militant Maxxist-Lenmist organization founded 
in the late 1 960s by BijanJazanL It is believed to have been respons- 
ible for the February attack on the U.S. embassy. It made several 
assassination attempts on the Shah and favors a secular Marxist state. 
It is reported to have about 2,000 hard-core members. 

Moujahideen — Known as the “holy crusaders.” It was founded 
in 1960 by Mehdi Bazargan. the current prime minister . It is loyal to : 
Khomeini and forms part of the Pasdarans. The Shah denounced its 
members as “Islamic Marxists.” The group mixes left-wing politics 
with Muslimstradirion and favors an lslamie republic. 

Tudeh — Founded in 1942 and outlawed since 1949, a pro- 
Moscow, Communist organization with little apparent support In 
Iran, even among radicals, ttis headquartered in East Germany. It 
claimed responsibility for an unsuccessful attempt on the Shah's life 
in 1965. 

Forghan — A relatively new and largely unknown anti- 
government group, it claims responsibxlxtyforkflfing a key Khomeini 
aide in May. It follows the moderate Islamic doctrine of the late Ali 
Sharia ti, a French-educated sociologist who was an outspoken critic 
of the Shah. Fbrghan is a fundamentalist Islamic group that objects to 
the religious leader? involvement in politics. — (LAT) 


Poland on a time bomb

Poland has had a good run in the Western press in the past few 
weeks. The Pope’s recent visit to his native country put it dramati- 
cally in world focus. But perhaps it is inevitable that the harsh 
spotlight should reveal gaps in Western knowledge about this some- 
what perplexing and hitherto under-reported country. 

One problem with Poland is that it is inhabited largely by the 
Poles, and if you chose to leave that little fact out of your political 
equation you sill arrive at a wrong judgment. 

There are, indeed, danger signs in Poland. A threat of an explo- 
sion is real enough, but it comes not from any external challenge to 
the status quo, but because the status quo, as a political equilibrium, 
has long ceased to exist there. 

The current state can perhaps be described as a petrification of 
an ill- balanced, antagonistic, neurotic and unworkable relationship 
between the political elite, stripped of all credibility and relying 
solely on a Soviet mandate, and the great majority of the population, 
including sizeable elements of the party rank-and-file.

The country appears to be sliding to a political crisis, with the 
party leadership apparently affected by a paralysis of its political 
faculties and unable to respond.

Shortages of meat and other consumer essentials have become a. 
permanent feature of life, with the raging black market developing 
into a rival economy, essential to the fouctiooing of the official one. 
Far from being able to placate social unrest with . an. improved 
economic performance, the government is now facing a prospect of 
falling living standards. . 

Twice in recent years, in l97G and 1976, the workers in Poland 
protested violently when the government tried to cut tbeir realearo- 
ings through a rise in food prices. Both times the government had to - 
backdown, and in 1970 a party leadership was overthrown in conse- 
quence. .

A consulta- 
tive process cannot take place, because without independent trade 
unions and a freedom of association there are no chann els of proce-r 
dures for a genuine dialogue.

JEDDAH — Calligraphy is one 
of tbe Islamic civilization's most 
complex and detailed an forms, so 
intricate that its practitioners are 
advised to hold their breaths while 
writing, to avoid making irrepar- 
able mistakes on thezr manus- 
cripts. 

- Majdi Al-Khatib, an enthusias- 
tic student and collector of Islamic 
calligraphy, described the histori- 
cal developments and present 
state of the art recently to mem- 
bers of the Jeddah Fine Arts Soci- 
ety. 

IToday's most widely-used 
sdripts are the result of centuries 
of '-refinement and innovation by 
successive generations of callig- 
raphers since the dawn of Islam. It 
is calligraphy 5 s relationship with 
Islam that has insured its survival 
over neariv two millenia. 
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Arabic was a fully-developed 
oral language by the time of tbe 
Prophet Muhammad (eariy 
seventh- century A.D.). Tribal 
tradition and the language of 
poetry had by then reached great 
complexity in gram me r, rhythm 
and meaning, so Arabic was ripe 
for tbe passing on of a message as 
universal and important as Islam. 

At that time the language was 
not widely written, since both 
poetry and tradition were passed 
on throughout the Arabian pen- 
n insula through the mouths of 
those whose excellent memories 
gave them special positions as 
memorize rs and transmitters. This 
reliance upon the memorized 
word determined the limitations 
and struggles of the first callig- 
raphers, whose duty it was to 
codify the Holy Koran. 

After the death of the Prophet 
Muhammad in 632 A.D. the Holy 
Koran was transmitted orally by 
hufiaz ( memorize rs of the Holy 
Text). When several of the huffaz 
were killed in battle the following 
year the early leaders of Islam 
recognized the need for the verses 


to be written. By 65 1 A.D. the 
Holy Text was codified and copied 
into the scripts of Mecca, Medina, 
Basrah and Kufa. 

The early Arabic reflected the 
traditional reliance upon oral 
accounts. It was designed merely 
to refresh the near-perfect 
memories of the Koran re ci tors, a 
sort of shorthand for those who 
spent their waking hours 
immersed in study and recital of 
the Holy Text. 

This system was adequate until 
the frontiers of the Islamic Empire 
expanded so far that whole popu- 
lations had to learn Arabic from 
scratch in order to understand the 
powerful message of Islam. The 
“shorthand” of the early scripts 
was lacking in meeting this task, 
since it did not differentiate bet- 
ween most consonants or short 
vowels. This challenge of intro- 
ducing the whole of the Empire to 
the Holy Koran gave calligraphy 
an immediate urgency. 

The first concern among the cal- 
ligraphers was to develop a system 
in which the grammatical meaning 
of the text would be clear. This 
resulted in the introduction of dots 
or strokes above or below each 
letter to differentiate between 
consonants, and the development 
of a system to indicate short vowel 


sounds — diacritical marks. These 
reforms of the first rudimentary 
scripts were completed by the end 
of the eighth -century A.D. 

Once the revised form of tbe 
language was accepted through- 
out the Empire, calligraphers 
began to develop regional styles 
aimed at easier legibility and more 
pleasingly proportioned letters. 

The script of the city of Kufa 
spread through the Empire with 
the first Korans. In each region it 
later took on individual ornamen- 
tal characteristics. Eastern Kufic's 
letters were slanted slightly to the 
left, and thinner strokes were used 
more frequently. Western Kufic 
rounded the angles of the early 
Kufic script and extended the let- 
ters below the line. 


From both the Eastern and 
Western Kufic many variations 
emerged. Kufic scripts are nor 
much used for small textual writ- 
ing today, but 200 varieties are 
used in signs, book titles and other 
areas where a large, angular script 
is preferred. 


In the 1 lth-centuiy, master cal- 
lographer Ibn Muqlah set out to 
produce a proportioned legible 
script that could be used in the 
writing of mulri-voiumed works. 
Muqlah is now considered the 
father of calligraphy, and the 


script he developed. Naskhi. is sail 
taught in elementary schools. 

“He not only developed new 
styles and new scripts, but he laid 
down the rules of calligraphv." 
said Khatib. 

Muqlah developed a system of 
proportioned lerters. measuring 
each letter in dots, or in relation to 
the letter" Alef' — written with a 
single vertical stroke. 

Each succeeding generation 
developed new styles and 
improved upon the old ones. 
Some scripts were preferred for 
certain kinds of texts. Diplomas 
and certificates called for bold and 
majestic styles: lengthy tomes 
required small, delicate writing. 

Innovations were adopted 
completely, discarded or modified 
for practical use. A 20-century 
example of innovation in calligra- 
phy is the “Huruf al-Taj." or 
“Crown Letters" designed at the 
bidding of Egypt's King Farouq to 
imitate the capital letters of the 
Latin script. These letters are 
rarely used today, except for 
Egyptian diplomas.

First, the Queen's grocer, Jack- 
son’s of Piccadilly announced 
that it is to close. For 130 years 
“by appointment 5 ' to his or her 
majesty, Jackson's had counted 
the royal household among its cus- 
tomers for expensive produce — 
meat, fish, caviar, truffles, pates, 
spices, gulls eggs and jarred 
pheasant 

Then the Lucie Clayton model- 
ing agency, once London’s most 
glamorous, decided it, too, would 
dose. During its years on top of 
the competitive fashion world in 
tbe 1960s, its models induded 
Jean Shximpton, Tania Mallet and 
Jo anna Lujnley.

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House passes modified 
windfall profits oil tax 


WASHINGTON, June 29 ( AP) 
— The U.S. House of Representa- 
tives voted Thursday to water 
down a proposed “windfall oil 
profit^' tax, agreeing with Repub- 
lican and oil-state lawmakers that 
the best way to spur United Stales 
oil production is to leave more 
money with the oil companies. 

By a 236-to-183 vote, the 
House cut the amount to be 
reclaimed from oil company pro- 
fits resulting from decontrol of oil 
prices by at least $ 5.9 billion, 
according to congressional esti- 
mates. 


The vote was a defeat for 
Democratic leaders who had 
urged approval of a tougher 
“windfall profits 1 ' tax, arguing 
that OPEC's steep increase in 
world oil prices will pour billions 1 
of dollars more into oil company 
coffers. 

The Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries raised the 
price for its oil to between $ 1 8 and 
23.50 a barrel. The base price had 
been $ 14.55 a barrel.

NEW YORK, June 29 ( AP) — 
Millions of Americans 
approached the last weekend of 
June and the July Fourth Inde- 
pendence Day holiday with uncer- 
tainty Friday as the flow from 
gasoline pumps slowed to a 
trickle. 

An Associated Press spot check 
indicated that fuel will be hardest 
to find during the next week in the 
heavily populated Eastern rides, 
many of which already restrict 
purchases. 

But there were signs that the 
crunch is spreading. A survey by 
the Montana AAA (American 
Automobile Association), for 
example, showed that 10 per cent 
fewer stations would be open this 


weekend than last. And the presi- 
dent of the Arkansas Gasoline 
Retailers Association said this 
Saturday and Sunday would be the 
“worst yet." 

Prices continued their steady 
climb, with no relief in sight. The > 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, meeting in 
Geneva,, announced it was raising 
crude oil prices to between $ 18 
andS 23.50 a barrel, a boost that is 
expected to add four cents to the 
cost of a gallon of gasoline in the 
United States. 

The AAA, in its weekly survey 
on prices and supplies, said that 
the average price of regular 
gasoline at full-service stations 
was 89 cents per gallon.

Comecon countries 
agree to share in 
new atomic program 


World Bank members approve 
adding of $ 40b in new capital 


Moscow, June 29 (R) — 
Soviet- bloc government leaders 
wound up a three-day summit of 
the Comecon economic grouping 
in Moscow and signed an agree- 
ment on manufacturing nuclear 
power stations. 

The premiers of the 10 Com- 
econ member states, meeting for 
their annual session in the same 
week as union- Communist 

summit in Tokyo, also approved 
long-term measures to develop 
transport and consumer goods in 
their countries over the next 
decade. 

The agreement on cooperation 
in nuclear equipment, signed by 
the seven East European mem- 
bers, Cuba and associate member 
Yugoslavia, is part of Comecon 1 s 
long-term program to develop 
atdmic energy as its principle 
source of electrical power. 

Under the accord each country 
will specialize in the construction 
of different components for 
Soviet- designed power stations to 
be located across feast Europe. 
The Soviet Union and Czechos- 


lovakia will build the reactors. 

Soviet Prime Minister Alexei 
Kosygin, who declared earlier this 
week that the Communist world 
had been spared an energy crisis, 
said Thursday the nuclear con- 
struction agreement would create 
a new machine building industry 
in East Europe. 

The Comecon delegates concen- 
trated on energy in summit discus- 
sions on coordinating the long- 
term planning of the member 
states. - 

Western experts have predicted 
that the Soviet Union, the world 1 s 
biggest o3 producer, could by the 
mid 1980s face difficulties in sup- 
plying the East European coun- 
tries which now depend heavily on 
it for fuel and raw materials. 

Soviet officials maintain that 
with the switch to nuclear power 
and mutual planning arrange- 
ments, the East European Com- 
econ countries will have adequate 
supplies for the forseeable future.

WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
— Representatives of the 134 
governments in the World Bank 
have voted to increase hs capital 
by $ 40 billion so that it can make a 
“ modest increase” in its lending to 
the poor areas of the world, an 
official said Thursday. 

In the past 12 months, the bank 
has lent j ust under S 7 billion to 44 
countries. 

The World Bank — officially, 
the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development — was 
the first international body 
formed during World War II to 
help poor countries raise their 
standard of living. It grants loans 
to build roads and dams, to 
improve farming, to help finance 
industrial plants and for many 
similar purposes. The present 
head is Robert McNamara, who 
used to be secretary of defense 
under Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson. 

The bank’s capita] now amounts 
to someS 37 billion, S 3.3 billion of 
it actually paid in. Of the new capi- 
tal, 73 per cent — $ 3 billion — 
would be paid in, if all the member 
countries buy the shares offered to 
them. 

The U.S. share would be about $ 
10 biffion, $ 750 million of it paid 
in. President Jimmy Cartels 
administr ation has signified its wil- 


lingness to do this, but the money 
still needs to be appr o priated by 
Congress. 

Under the agreement that set 
up the bank, its loans can be no 
greater than its subscribed capital 
and reserves. 

“Without the capital increase,'' 
it announced, “the bank would 
have been forced to curtail its 
lending. 1 ' 

It said the future figure would 
have had to be “well below" the 
present level and in a few years 


inflation would have cut its real 
value in half. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said the new capital 
would allow the bank to keep up 
the level of its loans despite infla- 
tion and to make what be called a 
modest increase in real terms — 
always provided, he warned, that 
the member governments take up 
the shares allotted to them and 
pay in the required proportion. 
This, he said, would probably take 
several years.

Rebels abandon Managua 
with Somoza attack likely 


MANAGUA, June 29 (R) — 
Leftist Sandinista guerrillas have 
pulled out of 12 slums of the 
Nicaraguan capital and the 
National Guard seems poised for 
an offensive to drive them out of 
several cities throughout the coun- 
try- 

The guerrillas have pulled out 
of Managua to the nearby town of 
Masaya and there were signs that 
the government forces were going 
‘to chase them. 

Widespread rumors that Presi- 


dent Anastasio Somoza would res- 
ign lost ground when a special 
meeting of the National Assembly 
called to discuss Nicaragua’s civil 
war ended Thursday night without 
any hint of the president stepping 
down. 

The president of the Chamber 
of Deputies, Urcuyo Malianos 
said after the meeting that the 
question of the president’s resig- 
nation was not brought up. 

Another Somoza supporter, 
Pabkj Rener, leader of the Senate, 


Greek house ratifies 
membership in EEC 


ATHENS, June 29 (R) — The 
Greek parliament has ratified the 
country s accession to the Euro- 
pean Common Market in 1981. 

After a four-day debate, 1 93 of 
the 300 deputies Thursday voted 
in favor of the accession" treaty, 
while three refused to vote. 

The 1 75 deputies of the ruling 
New Democracy Party voted in 
favor of the agreement, along with 
18 from other parties and inde- 
pendents. 

The Panheilenic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK) of Andreas 
Papandreou and the Greek Com- 
munist Party (KKE), which 
together have 1 04 seats, abstained 
after walking out on the first day 
of the debate. 

The two parties argue that EEC 
membership would damage 
Greek sovereignty. 

The government required a 
majority of three-fifths or 181 
votes for ratification. 


The treaty will be published in 
the official gazette. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, there will be a five-year 
transition period before Greece 
can enjoy full rights and assume 
full responsibilities. 

Speaking »n parliament during 
the debate, Prirqe Minister Con- 
stantine Kara m anils said that 
membership would strengthen 
Greece’s independence and 
sovereignty. 

Karamanlis said Greece would 
benefit both politically and 
economically by becoming the 
tenth member of the community. 

In Brussels, Roy Jenkins, presi- 
dent of the European Commis- 
sion, Friday welcomed the ratifi- 
cation. 

“ Greek ratification makes a 
virtual certainly of the early and 
full participation of Greece in the 
forward march of European 
democracy. 



declined to comment on reports 
from Washington that the United 
States was pressing for President 
Somoza to resign in his favor. 

The sounds of fighting in Man- 
agua died down after the guerrillas 
left their positions on the eastern 
side of the city to reinforce 
Masaya, a town about 26 kilomet- 
ers south east of Managua. 

It is believed the guerrillas, who 
occupied the Manaeuan slums 

during nearly two weeks of fierce air 
raids and artillery fire, pulled out 
when an announced “Sandinista 
march towards Managua” appar- 
ently failed to take place. They 
then decided to reinforce com- 
rades holding outlying cities near 
Managua. 

After the guerrillas moved out 
from Managua, the National 
Guard braced itself to face the 
Sandioistas in six towns between 
Managua and Masaya. 

Residents from around Masaya 
said several planes and helicopters 
strafed and bombed the road 
believed ta^en by some 300 guer- 
rillas. 

Government infantry batial- 
lions were also said to be moving 
in the same direction. 

Now that the guerrillas have left 
the Managua, the National Guard 
appears to have a free hand to 
launch a counter attack to recap- 
ture several cities held by the 
rebels. 

Residents reported that gov- 
ernment planes strafed and rock- 
etted the northern city of Leon, 
held by guerrillas for about three 
weeks. 

All these actions appear to indi- 
cate that the National Guard, now 
no longer faced with a threat to 
Managua after guerrillas pulled 
out plans to launch a counter 
attack in other cities. 

The new U.S. ambassador, 
Lawrence Pezzulo has been pres- 
sing President Somoza to resign to 
pave the way for a transitional 
“provisional government” 

Already the Sandinista guerril- 
las have set up their own five- 
member provisional government 
recognized so far only by Panama. 

In Panama City, one of the 
five-members, Sergio Ramirez 
denied reports that about 30 
members of a revolutionary coun- 
cil in exile planned to meet in 
Panama.

Libya will reduce oil exports 


BEIRUT, June 29 <R) — 
Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi 
has decided to stop oil exports 
from his country, according to an 
interview published Friday. 

" We shall stop producing oil- 
except what we need for our own 
domestic consumption — for two 
years, perhaps three or four, ” the 
weekly “ AJ-Mustaqbai ” quoted 
Col. Qaddafi as saying. 

The magazine, which is pub- 
lished in Paris, said Qaddafi made 
the announcement in an interview 
last Monday with its Damascus 
correspondent. The next of the 
interview was made available in 
Beirut. 

Qaddafi did not say when his 
decision would come into effect 
But he gave the impression that it 
might be imminent 

After declaring that Libya 
would stop exporting oil for at 
least two years, be was quoted as 
saying: 

“ That is far better for us The 
more we store, the oQ in our 
grounds it will be better for us, 
rather than confronting the 
United States and file industrial- 
ized countries. 

“ Thus we can avoid all the 
problems they are creating and the 
pressures they are exercising. ” be 
said. 

Qaddafi was answering a ques- 


tion about oil production and 
prices and Libyan expectations 
from the Geneva conference of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
which ended Thursday with an 
announcement of higher prices. 

“ The subject of oil production 
and oil prices has become tiring, ” 
he said. " We are being held 
responsible for inflation while

Korean sources at 
the Defense Minis try reported 
that during their two-hour confer- 
ence Brown and Ro agreed on the 
need to restudy the Carter with- 
drawal plan.

A ticker tape parade is planned 
for Saturday, and officials say they 
expect the crowd to reach 
500,000. 

However, Carter's welcome is 
not as elaborate as those given 
Presidents Gerald Ford and Lyn- 
don Johnson during their visits to 
South Korea in 1974 and 1966. 

Security precautions were said 
to be “ti gh t," but officials would 
give no information on bow many 
police or troops were being used. 

Most South Koreans were gen- 
erally pleased by Carter’s visit. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (Ap) 
— The House of Representatives 
refused Thursday night to set Dec. 
1 as afirm date to end trade sanc- 
tions against Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

The 242-147 roll call vote rep- 
resents a foreign policy victory for 
President Jimmy Carter who is 
resisting congressional pressure 
for a quick end to the trade 
embargo. 

The vote came on an amend- 
ment to legislation which calls for 
an end to sanctions by Oct. 15. 
However, the bill would permit 
the president to continue them 
indefinitely if he determines that 
doing so is in the national interest. 

The amendment, sponsored by 
Rep. William Broomfield, R.- 
Midngan, would have set Dec. 1 
as die cutoff date and eliminated 
die president’s power to continue 
the sanctions if he so desired. 

In Salisbury, the tn i n i atT y of 
foreign affairs said the vote by the 
House was a "setback" but "not a 
defeat" 

“The issue is not at an end just 
because of this vote. If 5 a setback 
obviously, but we're not consider- 
ing it a major defeat” 

The ministry said the next step 
would be to lobby in favor of the 
Hehns-Byrd Amendment that is 
tacked onto the defense appropri- 
ation bill and which also palls for 
an end to sanctions. 

Prime Minister Abel Muzorewa 
will argue the country’s case when 
he goes to Washington at the end 
of next week. There had not been 
any word- as to whether or not 
President Carter would meet him. 

At the center of the sanctions 
issue is whether the elections that 
brought Muzorewa, the first 
blade prime minister, to power in 
ApriL were free and fair. The 
United States and Britain had 
argued unsnocessfiiUy for the par- 
ticipation of two ’extmally-based 
guerrilla groups in reaching an 
internal settlement to replace the 
government of former Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. 

In Washington the House 
approved the overall bill by a 
350-37- vote after nearly four 
hours of debate. The measure rep- 
resented a compromise worked 


out by the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

The bill expresses the finding of 
Congress that the parliamentary 
elections in April which resulted 
in the installation of Muzorewa 
were a “significant step” toward 
the development of multiracial 
democracy. 

The bflfs opponents, including 
Rep. . Robert Bauman, R.- 
Maryland, head of the American 
Conservative Union, said it is 
essentially meaningless because it 
permits the president to continue 
sanctions. 

Bert Lance may 
be waiting until 
1980 for trial 

ATLANTA, Georgia' June 29 
(AP) — The trial of Bert Lance 
and three associates on federal 
bank fraud charges will probably 
be delayed until early next year, a 
defense lawyer said Thursday.

Dr. Bol Fslau Goldman, direc- 
tor of tire hospital where surgery 
was performed and Dayan is 
recuperating, said that a small por- 
tion of Dayan's colon was 
removed during the surgery. 

Goldman described the cancer 


as “very localized” and said the 
64-year-old Dayan “absolutely” 
could return to work. 

Results of the tests received 
Thursday showed the tumor to be 
malignant, Goldman said. 

The doctor said Dayan was 
informed immediately "according, 
to our agreement that we would , 
g jyfafp- him his condition.* 1 ' . 

“He didn't show any emotion,”'
